Report  of  School  Board 


In  submitting  our  report  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  steady  work  done  in  our  schools  during  the  past  year 
has  generally  been  efficient  w6rk.  Some  of  our  schools 
have  made  good  progress.  Most  of  our  teachers  em- 
ployed the  past  year  have  had  experience,  their  qualities 
have  been  tested  in  the  school  room,  and  it  is  pleasant  to 
record  that  generally  they  have  given  faithful  and  effi- 
cient service.  We  regret  that  in  some  of  our  schools 
the  work  has  been  more  or  less  interrupted,  the  average 
attendance  has  been  lowered  by  vaccination,  measles, 
non-attendance  or  irregular  attendance.  Absence  from 
school  through  illness  is  frequently  unavoidable.  Irregu- 
arity  and  tardiness  are  often  without  excuse.  It  is  an 
evil  ever  to  be  regretted.  The  remedy  is  largely  in  the 
hands  of  parents  and  the  situation  would  be  materially 
relieved  if  they  would  take  a  deeper  interest  in  the  edu- 
cational progress  of  their  children.  Regular  attendance 
and  punctuality  are  vital  to  the  success  of  a  school,  and 
parents  should  heartily  co-operate  with  the  teacher  to 
this  end,  always  endeavoring  to  create  in  their  children 
such  an  interest  in  their  studies  that  nothing  short  of 
sickness  will  keep  them  from  school  throughout  each 
term.  For  the  welfare  and  good  name  of  the  school  the 
aim  and  endeavor  of  parents  and  pupils  should  be  punctu- 
ality at  school.  Parents  and  pupils  should  regard  the 
school  "Roll  of  Honor"  as  an  honor  worth  striving  for. 
We  can  but  express  our  thought — that  the  parents  of  our 
pupils  are  in  no  small  degree  responsible  for  irregular  at- 
tendance, for  tardiness  and  the  order  of  the  school,  and  it 
should  ever  be  remembered  that  these  are  the  most 
formidable  obstacles  to  educational  progress.  We  would 
not  be  unjust  in  our  thought,  but  it  too  frequently  seems 
as  though  some  parents  look  upon  the  school  as  secondary 
to  everything  else,  that  to  be  regular  and  punctual  in 
attendance  simply  mean  to  please  the  School  Board  and 
confer  a  favor  upon  the  teacher.  In  a  few  instances 
there  seems  to  be  no  appreciation  of  the  free  educational 
privileges  provided  by  the  town  at  a  great  expense  that 
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the  children  may  become  intelligent,  educated  and  hon- 
ored citizens.  There  is  much  for  earnest  thought  in  the 
words  of  Dr.  James  E.  Russell,  Dean  of  Teachers  College 
of  Columbian  University:  ''Education  is  not  wholly  a 
matter  of  school  and  school  training.  Our  children  are  in 
school  five  to  six  hours  a  day,  five  days  in  the  week  (for 
thirty  to  thirty-six  weeks  in  the  year  a  total  of  possibly 
1080  hours).  The  average  child  of  school  age  is  awake 
fifteen  hours  a  day  for  365  days  in  the  year,  a  total  of 
5475  hours.  Let  the  schools  be  administered  by  directors 
of  the  widest  vision  and  the  highest  ideals ;  let  it  be 
equipped  with  the  best  appliances,  and  taught  by  teach- 
ers with  the  ripest  scholarship,  the  finest  training  and 
the  clearest  pedagogical  insight,  and  you  still  have  to 
reckon  with  forces  inherent  in  the  nature  of  the  child 
and  incident  to  his  life  in  home  and  in  society  that  are 
overwhelmingly  and  persistently  directing  his  personal 
development."  The  influence  of  the  home  life  and  en- 
vironment, helpful  or  harmful,  encouraging  or  discour- 
aging, will  inevitably  make  a  lasting  impress  upon  the 
child.  Instruction  in  discipline,  diligence  and  morals  is 
an  essential  part  of  the  home  training  and  should  not 
be  left  wholly  to  the  teacher.  The  relation  of  the  work 
of  the  teacher  to  the  work  of  the  parent  for  the  best 
and  highest  development  of  the  child  life  is  so  close  that 
there  should  be  the  fullest  and  heartiest  co-operation. 
We  believe  and  appreciate  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
parents  in  our  town  are  in  hearty  accord  with  the  spirit 
of  that  section  of  our  State  School  Laws  printed  in  this 
report,  and  to  which  we  respectfully  call  the  attention  of 
all.  Our  schools  are  now  all  graded  and  we  have  adopted 
for  our  school  work,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  State 
Program  of  Studies. 


STATE  SCHOOL  LAWS. 

Compulsory  Attendance.    P.  S.  93. 

Section  14.  Every  person  having  the  custody  of  a 
child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  or  of 
a  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  unless  such  child 
shall  have  completed  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for 
the  elementary  school,  residing  in  a  school  district  in 
which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught,  shall  cause  such 
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child  to  attend  the  pubic  school  all  the  time  such  school 
is  in  session,  unless  the  child  shall  be  excused  by  the 
school  board  of  the  district  because  his  physical  or  men- 
tal condition  is  such  as  to  prevent  his  attendance  at 
school  for  the  period  required,  or  because  he  was  in- 
structed in  the  English  language  in  a  private  school 
approved  by  the  school  board  for  a  number  of  weeks 
equal  to  that  in  which  the  public  school  was  in  session 
in  the  common  English  branches,  or,  having  acquired 
those  branches,  in  other  more  advanced  studies.  Any 
person  who  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense 
and  twenty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  oflfense,  for 
the  use  of  the  district. 


VACCINATION 
P.  S.  93:  2  As  Amended  by  19:1901  and  90:  1909 

No  child  shall  attend  any  public,  parochial,  or  pri- 
vate school  unless  he  has  been  vaccinated  or  has  had  the 
smallpox,  and  this  section  shall  be  enforced  by  the  board 
of  health,  except  in  the  case  of  a  child  who  has  submit^ 
ted  to  the  process  of  vaccination  not  less  than  three 
times,  or  who  holds  the  certificate  of  the  local  board  of 
health  that  he  is  an  unfit  subject  for  vaccination.  Said 
board  of  health  shall  issue  such  certificate  upon  the 
advice  of  a  registered  physician  approved  by  said  board 
of  health.

16:  1901 

No  parent  or  guardian,  person  or  persons  having 
the  custody  of  any  child,  shall  permit  such  child,  if  in- 
fected with  any  communicable  disease,  or  has  been  ex- 
posed to  such,  to  attend  any  public  or  private  school.

The  school  houses  in  Divs.  10  and  14  have  been 
painted  and  minor  repairs  made.  School  house,  Div.  7, 
has  been  shingled  and  some  minor  repairs  made.  In 
School  Div.  9  a  new  out-house  has  been  built.  In  Div.  11 
the  out-house  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  also  minor 
repairs  made  on  school  house.  In  Div.  6  we  have  placed 
a  new  stove,  etc.  Minor  repairs  have  also  been  made  on 
school  house,  Div.  3.  New  hardwood  flooring  has  also 
been  bought  for  this  school.  Repairs  are  seriously  needed 
on  several  other  school  buildings,  which  also  need  paint- 
ing. There  are  more  out-houses  to  be  built,  several  of 
the  old  ones  have  been  for  a  long  time  in  an  unsanitary 
condition,  and  must  be  removed,  and  new  ones  built  as 
soon  as  possible.  We  have  found  it  very  difficult  to  get 
the  necessary  work  done. 

We  have  very  carefully  considered  the  needs  of  the 
school  district  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  higher  cost  of 
living  has  resulted  in  a  serious  advance  in  cost  of  board 
to  teachers,  and  the  higher  salaries  needed  and  demanded 
makes  the  question  of  securing  competent  teachers  a 
serious  problem.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  the  higher 
cost  of  labor  and  material,  we  recommend  that  the  fol- 
lowing sums  be  raised  for  the  ensuing  year:
